All season tickets have to be sold, 
logged and despatched; all match 
and ball sponsorships of every 
league, cup and friendly matches 
have to be pre-sold; all matchday 
programme advertising has to be 
pre-sold and pre-printed, 

In addition all ground advertising 
boards have to be renewed, re-paint- 

replaced. 





All the events (e.g. family days, 
special promotions, parachutists, 
sportsmen's dinners, golf days and 
the Junior Blues Event Day) during 
the season have to be pre-booked, 
arranged and where possible pre- 
sold as far as is possible. 

On-top of this there are all the 
memberships to renew such as the 
Vere Suite Membership (formerly 
the Blues Club), Baby Blues 
Supporters Club (formerly the 
Junior Blues), Junior Blues

new manager of Norwich city. 

With an amazing twist of irony, Martin had 
returned to Carrow Road where we “found” 
him some five years earlier. 

Readers of the book “Out of the Blue - the 
success story at Wycombe Wanderers” 

may recall the story. We had both been 
watching a Norwich v Liverpool F.A Cup tie 
in January, 199), when I bumped into Martin 
O,Neill in the gent's toilets of all places. 

I had known Martin for years and | always 
felt that a man with his knowledge of the 
game, superb playing career, massive enthusi- 

i ity had all the qual- 
ities needed to become a successful manager, 
He didn’t need much ing to apply for 
the job at Wycombe - left vacant by Jim 
Kelman departure - and the rest, as they say, 
is history. 


As I wrote in the forward to “Out of the 
blue”: “I had always been convinced that 
Martin was the man who could guide 
- Wycombe into the Football League, but he has 
achieved much more than I ever dared to hope 
for.” That book was published in 1992, a 
whole year before we won the Vauxhall 
Conference and promotion to the football 

! 


Martin’s achievements at Wycombe 
Wanderers are well known to all of you and he 
did it in his own unique, inimitable style. Life 
was never dull when Martin was around and 
he will be missed by everyone at the club. I 
wish him well in his new career and thank him 
for everything he did for Wycombe. 

The news of Martin's departure reached me 
whilst I was on holiday in California. The 
Chairman, Ivor Beeks - also holidaying, in 
Portugal -must have spent a fortune on tele- 
phone calls as he kept all the directors 
informed of the situation. 

The manager's job was advertised in the 
national press and the response was over- 
whelming. Over 60 applications were 
received including letters some oft he 
games most famous names. It proved how 
much Martin and his team had done to raise 
the club's status and profile in such a short 
period of time. 

When the chairman told me that Alan Smith 
was among the interested parties, I was as 
thrilled as he obviously was. From that point 
on, things moved very quickly and before Id 
returned home from the United States, we had 
ourselves a brand new management team. 

As I said at the press conference to 
announce Alan's i this is the start 
of a new era at Wycombe Wanderers. We are 
fortunate that a man with his ing track 
record in the game was both available and 
interested. I don't believe that we could have 
made a better choice. 

Alan's will be totally different to 
Martin’s. I know that Alan places great 
i on coaching, tactics, organisation 
and preparation. Martin was more unpre- 
dictable, placing more emphasis on instinct 
and motivation to get the best out of his play- 
ers. 
There's one thing, though, that both men 
agree on: no matter what your ideas or meth- 
ods, the only thing which ultimately matters is 
winning three points. Winning them in a fair 
and sporting manner, certainly, and winning 
them with a touch of style, preferably, but the
